Only those who do not know Vance 


U. McCormick, the 
present Demo- 


cratic nominee for Governor of Penn- 
sylvania, are surprised at his con- 
stantly ascending political career. To 
those observers who have followed his 
private and public life, his present 
commanding figure in his state poli- 
tics is as logical as the conclusion of 
the most perfect syllogism. 


Today he is the most talked-of man 


in the Keystone State. On his brow 
rests the wreath of victory, and his 
friends are preparing another for his 
wearing after the November election. 
And this in spite of the fact that 
Pennsylvania is by inheritance over- 
whelmingly Republican. 


To any other person, this wide dis- 


proportion of party strength 
might

his forty-two years ol 


youth and robust vitally his race 
seems far from "being run. 


There is something romantic and 


inspiring about the man. 
His most 


treasured legacy is not the wealth he 
inherited. In many -ways it was a han- 
dicap. 
His bitter political enemies 


have used it against him in their fu- 
tile endeavor to arouse class hatred. 
His priceless heritage is noble parent- 
age. 
An admirer of his, writing of 


him, 
has asserted that he never un- 


derstood the boy until lie knew the 
mother. 
And the sen admits this 


obligation eagerly. A group of septua- 
genarians were discussing men promi- 
nent in Harrisbunr. 
TSach had their 


merits, it was admitted, but said the 
oldest in the group: "Vance has char- 
acter." 


TVhich, after all. is the real, basic 


explanation for Mr. McCormick's re- 
markable career. He is an entirely 
new genus in Pennsylvania politics. 
Veterans, who know the game from 
pulling doorbells to organizing legis- 
latures, stand amazed at this man who 
spurns a compromise when principle 
is involved.

To those princely barons of finance

Alfalfa in Adams County.

In reply to your very instructive 


and interesting article in the COMPILER 
of this date, concerning alfalfa, and 
your inquiry as to the extent of al- 
falfa raising in Adatns county. I ask 
for brief space for my report.

County Commissioners McC. EiHi- 


olu. Nolili R. Bonnier and Samuel M. 
KeaV 
with their clerk. Ccorse \V. 


Baker and County Solicitor J. Donald 
Swope. returned last Saturday irom 
the County Commissioners' State Con- 
vention held in Erie last week. 


The great advantage of these con- 


ventions is the opportunity atforded to 
secure information and experiences of 
sister counties. One of the new and 
most important questions before the 
County Commissioners to-day is that 
of Mothers' Pension, and it is to be 
hoped that the County Commissioners 
will be able to make themselves con- 
versant with the experiences of coun- 
ties who are enjoying the benefits ot" 
the Mothers" Pensions. This question 
of Mothers' Pensions has been brought 
to the attention of the County Com- 
missioners and it will have to be faced 
until a decision has been reached and 
in the opinion of those who have look- 
ed into the question, a favorable deci- 
sion is the one to reach that'will're- 
flect great credit upon the county and 
the commissioners. 


A few weeks ago Prothonotary Meh- 


ring received a letter from a mother 
near Xew Oxford asking how to get 
the mother's pension. This letter was 
enough in itselt to start the mother's 
pension in Adams county. She had 
eight small children, three less than 
two years old. The father and hus- 
band had just died without any estate. 
The mother was working in a cigar 
facioiy to keep her little brood to- 
gether. 3 roof over their head and 
something to eat. An aged grand- 
mother looked after the children while 
the mother toiled. Xew Oxford people 
inquired of have declared the case one 
of the most deserving

to 
the 
County 
Home. 


Children are not allowed there and 
when leceived under tne law are put 
out to private families and when un- 
der 7 yeais of age it is usual to pay 
their board until of that age. 
The 


county could be made responsible for 
the maintenance of this family at a 
cost perhaps of several hundred dol- 
lars a >esr. 


A large family in the western part 


of the county, who lost the father le- 
centli has been inquiring how a moth- 
er s pension could be obtained. There 
has been a most deserving mother in 
Gettysburg needing the help the lav. 
has made provision for. Jt might be 
possible to find a hall jflozeu or ten 
families in county needing the help 
proposed by the act in question. 


The law is a most wise one. The 


mother is the natural guardian of-her- 
own children. Observation has proven 
. that in the rnaiority of cases one's own 
| home is the best environment for a 
[Child, and that it is far better to pay 


I a mother a small pension to keep her 
family together than ha\e it broken 
up and become a charge on the county. 


'• 
it would be far more economical for 


'the county commissioners to make an 
I appropriation of ^e'-'eial hundred dol- 
lars to provide for these pensions, than 
allow them to become charges on the 
county, for in latter case the entire 
and a heavier burden will rest upon 
the county, while a pension appropria- 
tion will bring an appropriation of 
like amount from the State for the 
pension fund. 


The State has appropriated $200.000 


for mothers" pensions. So far only 
ten counties are enjoying its advant- 
ages. ^Vhile the fuaci was apportion- 
ed among the counties, if the county 
however does not ask for the benefit 
of the law the amount set aside for 
any county will be used when neces- 
sary for the other counties. The State 
wii! not move to establish the mothers 
pension 
in 
anj 
county. The first 


movement must be made b}~ the Coun- 
ty Commissioners of each county set- 
ting aside a certain sum for the pur- 
pose. If only $000 or $400 that would 
give a fund of §GOO or §800 to start 
mothers" pension.

which may accrue thereon throughout the 
period of construction and until the ex- 
piration of one year after the completion 
of the work for which said indebtedness 
shall have been incurred; and said city 
shall not be required to levy a tax to pay 
said interest and sinking-fund charges, as 
required by section ten of article nine oi 
the Constitution of Pennsylvania, until 
the expiration of said period of one year 
after the completion of such woric.

death from Mich injuries, the right of ac- 
tion shall survive, and the General As- 
sembly shall prescribe for whose VeneSt 
such actions shall be prosecuted. No act 
shall prescribe any limitations of time 
within 
which suits may

against corporations for injuries to per- 
sons or property, or for other causes dif- 
ferent from those fixed by general laws 
regulating actions against natural per- 
sons, and such acts now existing- are 
avoided." so that ii shall read as follows: 


The General Assembly may enact laws 


requiring- the payment oy employers, or 
employers and employees jointly, ol rea- 
sonable compensation for injuries to em- 
ployees arising in the course of their em- 
ployment, and for occupational diseases of 
employees, whether or not such injuries 
or diseases result in deatn, and regard- 
less of fault-of employer or employee, and 
fixing the basis of ascertainment of cucn 
compensation and the raaixinjum and mini- 
mum limits thereof, and providing- spe- 
cial or general remedies for the collec- 
tion thereof: but in no other cases shall 
the General Assembly limit the amount 
to be recovered i"or injuries resulting in 
death, or for Injuries to persons or prop- 
erty, and in case of death from such in- 
juries, the right Of action shall turvive, 
'and the General Assembly shall prescribe 
for whose b-nefit such actions shall be 
prosecuted. Xo aci shall prescribe any 
limitations ,of time -within wnich suits 
may W brought against corporations for

other causes, different irom those fixed oy 
general laws regulating actions agains:
